The certificates are .sold on 


'Change as bonds and other st-curities 
uro aud the holder of the certificate ia 
eatitled to the number of ounces of 
silver which it culls for. When these 
certificates ura quoted nt GO cents it im- 
plies that flue silver bullion is worth 
that much per ounce in the New York 
market, though as the certificates are 
more convenient to handle than the 
bullion, they are quoted a fraction 
higher than bullion. 


The silver notes or certificates issued 


by the Treasury Department are re- 
deemable on presentation iu btaudard 
dollars. They arc n legal tender for 
public aud private debts and are iu 
every respect as good as greenbacks or 
gold notes and if more of them were 
put in circulation the country would 
bo better off. The goldbugs, however, 
aro opposed to silver notes, and the 
Treasury Department will not coin 
standard dollars, which are the basis 
upon which the notes aro issued, HB 
that would offend Wall Street. It pre- 
fers to issue interest-bearing bonds, 
which do not increase the volume of 
money, to coining silver dollars and | 
issuing silver notes, which would in-1 
crease tho currency \rithout cost to the 
Government.

Senator Vest of Missouri has intro- 


duced a bill which provides that all 
Treasury notes and gold and silver cer- 
tificates shall be destroyed and an 
equal amount in notes, payable in 
standard gold and silver ooin, be is- 
sued and paid instead of notes. No 
coin notes of larger denomination than 
$1,000 or smaller than f 10 shall be is- 
sued, and denominations higher than 
$GO shall not exceed one-fourth the 
total amount of coin notes outstanding 
at a time. The coin notes are to be a 
legal tender for all debts. 


The second section repeals all laws 


ivhich authorize the owners of gold or 
ilver bullion <,o make deposits reeoiv- 
ng gold or silver certificates, and the 
Secretary of the Treasury is directed 
,o receive no more coin or bullion in 
,be future. 


Section 3 provides that gold certifl- 


:ates now outstanding are to be paid 
,n gold coin, and silver coin certificates 
.u standard silver coin or coin notes. 
If the gold in the Treasury amounts to 
less than $100,000,000, exclusive of that 
necessary to redeem gold certificates, 
they are to be redeemed in silver coin; 
if more than $100,000,000, the Secretary 
cf the Treasury can exercise his dis- 
cretion and may redeem in either gold 
or silver.

Appelman Acquitted.

A stupendous change in the climate 


of the Kooky mountain country has oc- 
cured, within ten thousand years past. 
New Mexico, Colorado, Wyoming, Utah, 
Idaho and Montana once constituted 
the Switzerland of 
America, well 


watered and fertile, no arid lands but 
as well adapted to agriculture as any 
mountain country could be. 


At that time, probably not less than 


eight thousand years ago, that country 
was occupied by a superior race of peo- 
ple who had made remarkable progress 
u civilization. 


Large numbers of the mummies of 


these people are now being discovered 
and exhibited in the museums and these 
mummies are fully as well preserved as 
those found in Egypt. 
Their wearing 


ipparel, made oE the yucca flax and 
Irs, are well preserved. 


The burying grounds of these people, 


or their wealthy class, being cxoava- 
ions in the solid rock of perpendicular 
diff s, reached only by rope ladders, has 
ed to the belief that they made their 
lotnes in these inuccessable coanoni 
and they are therefore 
erroneously 


lled cliff dwellings. 
The Zuni Indians are probably a 


remnant of this once powerful nation 
md they have a very old tradition that 
.heir ancestors dwelt by the sea. 


Geology tells us that the Alleghauy 


nountains once extended through Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, South Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Indun Territory and 
he staked 
plains of Northwestern 


Texas. We see the worn down remains 
of ttrao old mountains in what are now 
called the Ozarks, Cumberland and the 
mountains southwestward. 


These 
mountains — having 
been 


thrown up by volcanic action before 
ttia great change in the earth's equator, 
long before the Rocky mountains had 
been formed and while the western 
mountain country and the Great Cen- 
tral valleys were covered by a great 
ocean—formed a mighty dam that, 
whon the equatorial change lowered the 
waters and brought North America to 
the surface, formed a great Inland sea 
bounded on the west by the Rockies, 
on the south by the Ozarks, on the 
east by the Alleghimies and on the 
north by the ridge running westward 
through Canada. 


Among geologists there is no doubt 


that such a aea existed and that sea 
gave to the Western mountain country, 
a magnificent climate, a fine agricult- 
ural country, a result of which was a 
groat race of intelligent, thrifty people. 


But the outlet of this inland sea had 


its Niagara Falls which in time wore 
away and a channel, now a part of the 
Mississippi river, was cut through the 
Ozarks.the great inlund sea was emptied 
into the Gulf of Mexico and thus de- 
prived of its source of moisture that 
once agricultural land, now called the 
western mountain country, 
became 


arid. 


In a small degree that climate may 


be reclaimed by storage of waters in 
great reservoirs, irrigation ditches and 
the cultivation of trees. 


Iii Northern Siberia remains of trop- 


ical animals lire found frozen in the 
ice where they must of remained many 
thousands of years in that condition 
Their carcasses when thawed furnish 
food for wild animals. 


Mammoths of a now extinct species 


are found there so well preserved that 
they are restored to life-like forms and 
exhibited in the museums. A remark- 
able fact about these animal remains is 
that they are found with tropical plants, 
vegetables and fruits in their stomachs 
and in their mouths, proving that they 
were in a hot country and that the 
climate suddenly changed to that of 
an arctic winter. 


Learned writers have been greatly 


puzzled to account for these facts and 
the only theory that will explain them 
is that the earth's equator suddenly 
changed and that it originally extended 
from norteast to southwest through 
BibtrU.

Philadelphia, then the metropolis of 
the country, had only about 42,000 
people, New York but 33,000, Boston 
28,000, Baltimore i3,000, and no other 
city anywhere near 10,000. Even after 
the lapse of half a century, during 
which New ITork had overtaken Phila- 
delphia, so that in 1840 it had 312,000 in- 
habitants to the latter city's 258,000, 
Baltimore and New Orleans were the 
only other places with mure than 100,- 
000 people, and except Boston with 93,- 
000, all of the few remaining cities fell 
short of 50.000. Daring the formative 
period of the new nation, therefo-e, all 
but the merest fraction of the citizens 
lived ia places of small population, 
the local affairs of which were easily 
administered through town meetings 
or othor such simple machinery.—N. Y.

producers and make them believe that 
the cause of the loiv price which they 
receive for their producta is due to 
over production. 


Q—Does the law of supply and de- 


mand apply with as much force to 
money as it does to wheat or cotton? 


A—Under our present 
plutocratic 


system of flnanco it applies witb ten- 
fold greater force to money than it 
does to wheat or cotton. 


Q—How do the plutocrats decrease 


tha consumption uud prices of com- 
modities? 


A—By increasing the demand for 


money and decreasing the available 
supply. 


Q—VVhat kind of pressure do the 


plutocrats bring to bear on the people 
to iiurnase the value of money? 


A—They inform the people 
that 


money is tight and that no more credit. 
Cttn be intended to them. This pro- 
dncfs Mir most rigid economy among 
tije rouMiinpia which results iu an 
euorirous uuder-consnmption, and the 
merchants and producers immediately 
feel the force of hard times and low 
prices. 


Q—Can there be any remedy devised 


to restore prosperity? 


A—Yes. It can be done by a humane 


financial system, and by the Govern- 
ment furnishing employment to the 
unemployed on public improvements. 


Q—Has the Government ever had any 


experience in furnishing employment 
to a large army of men and finding a 
way to pay them without the aid of the 
plutocrats ? 


A—Yes, from 1861 to 1865, while the 


Government was in the throes of ti 
civil war, it gave employment to nearly 
two 
million men, furnishing tbe 


munitions of war with which to fight its 
battles, and put nearly two billion dol- 
lars of new money into circulation.
